Japan’s Army Is Larger. 

For the time Japan increased her army 
only by the four divisions raised during the 
war. She now intends to increase it to twen- 
ty divisions, gradually forming ten army 
corps. The cavalry also will be increased 
considerably. Machine guns will be attached 
to every infantry regiment. Railway troops 
and balloon detachments will be raised and 
the fortress artillery increased. The author- 
ities are meditating a reduction of the period 
of military service from three years to two. 

Meanwhile Russia’s military position in 
the far east has been considerably bettered. 
She had only eighty-eight battalions there 
before the war, now she has 187, including 
one European division, which remains at 
Harbin until April 1, when Japan and Russia 
should evacuate Manchuria, eccording to 
the Portsmouth treaty. Altogether in West 
Siberia, the-transbaikalia. and maritime 
province, Russia has nine.divisions of rifles, 
one of foot, with three reserve brigades of 
foot. The latter are twice as strong as they 
were before the war. 

Thus Russia has fifteen field and reserve 
divisions, not including the force at Harbin, 
each of sixteen battalions, totaling 256 bat- 
talions, as compared with only 136 mobile 
battalions at the beginning of 1904. Her

PUBLIC FEELING BITTER. 


Whole State Is Angry at What 
Is Called Insult: to Amer- 
‘jean People. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

San Francisco, -Cal., Dec: 5.—[Special.]— 
Californians ‘got up mad this morning. 
March hares are sane by comparison. The 
full import of President Roogevelt's message 
had sunk. in upon them, and from the Te- 
hauntepec to the Oregon California was 
angry. . 

Later in the day the popular anger was 
intensified by the news that President Roose- 
velt had ordered the Ugited States district 
attorneys to begin suit immediately to test 
the California school law and to see if this 
state has the right to exclude,Japanese men 
from. the schoolrooms set apart for white 
children. ;

How Suit Will Be Started.

That 
Roosevelt, who, as they say, was misled by 
college presidents, educators, and those who 
have met only the Samurai class, should re- 
gard the Jap as anything near the equal of the 
white man is considered ridiculous.

Benjamin Ide Wheeler Talks. 


Berkeley, Cail., Dec. 5.—President Benjamin 
Ide Wheeler of the University of California. 
discussing the Japanese school question in 
San Francisco tonight, said that in a large 
part he agreed with President Roosevelt. 

The school question is really in itself a 
small matter,“ he said, at least in volume, 
for only a smal number of pupils is involved. 
Many if not most of these are adults, and 
an adult should not be allowed in the lower 
schools, nd matter of what race. If it had 
been only children involved I cannot think 
the question would have been raised. 

“The real question that is disturbing us 
as a people concerns the rapid immigration 
of Japanese laborers, and this question ts 
safe in the hands of the president. who is at 
once the well proved friend of Japan and a 
thorough going American, in full sympathy 
with the needs and aspirations of the people 
of the Pacific coast. 2 N 

„The immigration of Japafese coolies will 
have to be reetricted in th terest of condi- 
tions here, in the interest of good understand- 
ing between the two nations, and, ultimately, 
as we believe Japan will see it, in the interest 
of Japan herself, but this is a delicate matter 
requiring delicate treatment. 

“Japan ie a first rate power; and whatever 
is done will have to be done with her consent 
and codperation. It is best not to be dis- 
turbed about the president. He understands 
cur situation, and when the clouds roll by 
he will be found our best friend, too.”

ROOSEVELT MOVES 
TO EXCLUDE JAPS.

by congress. The conimissioners who man- 
age the district are the appointees of the 
president of the United States, and he can 
remove them at any time without trial. His 
authority, ‘therefore, in the district is prac- 
tically: unlimited unless he is forbidden to do 
a certain thing by act of congress, and that 
act he must approve himself or it must be 
passed over his veto. 

It is easy to see, therefore, that if the gov- 
ernment persists in its contention that an 
alien cannot be forced to go to a separate 
school unless all other aliens are forced to go 
to the same school there will be splendid 
chance for foreign born colored men in the 
District of Columbia to stir up a disagree- 
able muss. 

Alien Negroes Are Aroused. 

There have come into this country, it is 
said, of late a number of negroes from Ja- 
maica, and quite a sprinkling from Cuba. 
They have not become American citizens be- 
cause there is no incentive to become natural- 
ized in the District of Columbia, where there 
is no voting 

The scheme of the radical colored element 
is to make an effort to put the children of 
some of these alien colored people into the 
white schools, and preferably into the school 
where President Roosevelt's children go. On 
being refused admission to the white schools, 
they? will then bring mandamus proceedings 
and cite the pleadings of the government in 
the San Francigco cases. There would be no 
question of state rights here in the district. 

It is admitted that in case the government 
is successful in San Francisco there will in- 
stantly be created a much more serious prob- 
lem right here in Washington, because there 
are not many white parents in this southern 
atmosphere who would permit their children 
to go to a school attended by colored stu- 
dents. b 
President Strangely Misinformed. 

The California representatives say the pres- 
ident and his advisers have been strangely 
misinformed not only as to the conditions of 
the treaty. itself. but as to the social status 
of the Japanese coolies who are crowding 
into California at the rate of a thousand a 
month. Representative McKinlay who was 
assistant district attorney. in California for 
four yéars, during“ which time he devoted 
himself almost entirely to the prosecution 
of -cases- against the Chinese under the ex- 
clusion -law, said today: 

: The Japanese are more aggressive than 
the Chinese, harder to tet along with, worse 
neighbors, tricky. crafty, dishonest, and in 
every way undesirable. ae 

“It. is not true thet the labor element has 
inspired his agitation. "The r ument is as 
Strang in. the country as in the city and I 
have on file in my desk petitions from farm- 
ers all over my district advocating the pas- 
— a exclusion law which will permit 

only of ‘business and professional 
men and which will exciude the diseased and 
criminal coolie element which is now pouring 
into San Francisco at the rate of a thousand 
a month...

The. Japanese are totally and absolutely

unfitted to enjoy the privileges of suffrage; 
they have not and never can have under 
their present system of religion the faintest 
conception of ‘the obligations of an Ameri- 
can citizen, and the president must be curi- 
ously misinformed if he thinks they went 
naturalization, because they all expect to go 
home. . 
California Lost to Republicans. 

Other republican congressmen from Cali- 
fornia and the adjoining states say with the 
utmost frankness they could not possibly 
have been elected if the president's message 
on the Japanese question had been printed 
two weeks before the election. Furthermore, 
they say that the electoral vote of the entire 
Pacific slope will be lost to the republicans 
beyond the shadow of a doubt in the next 
presidential election, unless the. matter is 
adjusted in a way satisfactory to the people 
out there. 

The senators and representatives from the 
coast have been inundated with dispatches 
today showing that the people along the en- 
tire Pacific slope are greatly worked up. The 
prediction is freely made that President 
Roosevelt, instead of promoting a solution of 
the difficulty favorable to the Japanese, has 
probably stirred up the people in the far 
west to such an extent that they will make 
a concerted demand at the opening of the 
next session of congress for the immediate 
passage of an exclusion act keeping out of 
the country all Mongolian laborers, whether 
Japanese or Chinese. 

Those who remember the intense excite- 
ment created all over this country at the 
time of the first great movement of the Chi- 
nese into the United States will realise how 
a sentiment of this kind will surely grow 
among the labor element in all the large 
cities. 

As for the naturalization of the Japanese, 
a bill for that purpose would not receive at 
the present time respectful consideration in 
congress, and it is doubtful if a committee 
in either house could be induced to report it 
out favorably. 


Senate Calle for Facts. 
There will probably be a flood of light 
thrown on the Japanese situation in Cali- 
fornia, by. the publication of the report of 
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Secretary Metcalf, which has never yet 
been made public. It was asked for under 
a resolution passed unanimously by the 
senate today at the instanee of Senator 
Flint. The resolution asked for all corre- 
spondence in the files of the department on 
the Japanese situation. 

It is believed by those who are in the 

confidence of the administration that the 
president will direct Secretary Metcalf to 
respond only in part, because it is said-that 
some of the official telegrams and reports 
are of such a character that if printed they 
would certainly produce strained relations 
and possibly even war between the United 
States and Japan. 
It is more than likely, therefore, that these 
reports and correspondence submitted by 
Secretary Metcalf ‘will include only those 
which desl with actual conditions, and 
everything which would offend the Japanese 
will be suppressed before publication. 


ENDS HEARING ON LYNCHING.

M. Kurino said he had received n@com- 
munication from Tokio concerning the San 
Francisco matter. From that he assumed 
the situation was not serious. 


Japen Not After Hawaii. 

M. Kurino ridiculed reports about the 
Japanese in Hawaill, and said the capture 
of that place would prove the weakness of 
Japan. His country, he said, would as soon 
think of occupying the north pole. Thesame 
was true of the Philippines, the climate there 
being fatal to Japanese. 

I have read President Roosevelt's .mes- 
sage with extreme satisfaction. but I am 
not astonished at its perfect impartiality 
and the high sense of justice, for I know the 
president. 


Sees Wisdom of Roosevelt. 

The Eclair points out the contrast be- 
tween President Roosevelt's imperialism, 
his readiness to fight and risk his own life, 
and his present readiness to yield to Japan's 
diplomacy. It agcribes that not to senti- 
ment nor the idea of yielding dominion on 
the Pacific which, the paper says, will in the 
future be an American lake, but to prudence 
and interest, His military knowledge makes 
him circumspect, the Eclafre argues, as 
Japan's fleet could defeat America’s Pacific 
coast fleet and capture the Philippines and 
Hawali.

The ‘Rev. C. D. Oberholtzer of Mar- 
seilles Found Guilty of Unbecom- 
ing Conduet and Forever Debarred 
from Work as a Clergyman—Jury 
of Twenty Ministers of His Own 
Faith.

Streator, III., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
C. D. Oberholtzer, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church at Marseilles was this morning 
declared to be a fool by a jury of twenty 
pastors of his district, and also found guilty 
of unbecoming conduct. He was debarred 
from future work as a minister. 

Recently the. pastor accused a wealthy 
member of his congregation—a Mr. Osgood, 
who came there from Chicago—with leasing 
property for immoral purposes, and demand- 
ing his dismissal from the church. In con- 
sequence of this charge the congregation 
became divided into factions, and at a busi- 
ness meeting two weeks ago two or three 
leaders of the pastor’s faction were forcibly 
ejected from the church. 


Eleven Specific Charges. 


The Osgood faction thereupon filed eleven 
specific charges against the Rev. Mr. Ober- 
holtzer, accusing him of -indiscreet and un- 
becoming conduct and of offending a vourg 
woman member and thereby creating public 
Scandal. 

A trial board consisting of twenty minis- 
ters and two lay qelegates from each church 
in the district convention convened on Tues- 
day to hear the evidence and it was long after 
midnight when they concluded their efforts 
and reached a verdict. Mr. Oberholtzer was 
found guilty of the following charges: 


Guilty on Three Counts. 


“He has exhibited a violent and un- 
christianlike temper in public meetings of 
the church, also toward the officers and in- 
dividuals of the church.“ 

He has deliberately sought to divide and 
disrupt the church, instituting and conduct- 
ing rival meetings and drawing away Sun- 
day school scholars.’ 

“He has, by his conduct, his public ut- 
terances, and his newspaper notices, brought 
public scandal and reproach upon this church 
and its membership.“ 

With this verdict is the order that Mr. 
Oberholtzer be debarred from the ministry 
because of his ‘‘ peculiar disposition and tem- 
perament, his poor judgment, and because he 
has acted the fool.“ 

It was not proveh that he was immoral, at 
least the verdict does not go declare. The 
minister's charges against Mr. Osgood were 
not sustained. At present there is a pad- 
lock on the church door, but the preacher is 
endeavoring to organize another society.

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8 GIRLS HURT IN FIRE PANIC 
* EXPLOSION OF MATCHES 


With ‘Hair and Clothing Abide Fac- 
tory Workera Fight for Lives on a 
Stairway—Two Act Like Heroines. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 5.—In a fire tuat 
started from an explosion of thousands of 
matches at the factory of F. A. Rathbun & 
Co., West Indianapolis, today, eight young 
women were burned, four of them seriously. 
Several other girls were slightly hurt in the 
panic that followed the explosion, 

There were ten girls at work on the sec- 
ond floor of the factory when an explosion 
in a fireproof storage vault forced the door 
and hurled a sheet of flame across the work- 
room.

LICENSES FOR SWEATSHOPS 
UNDER NEW CITY ORDINANCE. 


Sanitary Inspector Prepares Law to 
Stamp “Tenement Made” on All the 
Goods So Manufactured. 


As the culmination of his recent investiga- 
tions into the startling sweatshop conditions 
in Chicago. Chief Sanitary Inspector Perry 
L. Hedrick has Grafted an amendment to the 
municipal sanitary code which he believes 
will practically abolish the dangers sur- 
rounding the wholesale manufacture of cloth- 
ing in this city. 

His amendment is based on the New York 
law. Ite main features are as follows: 

Any place where wearing apparel, cigars, feath- 
ers, etc., are made, repaired, trimmed, or sorted is 
to be known as a workshop and must be licensed. 

No workshop license will be issued to any 
place where the work is done in living rooms. 

All articles of wearing apparel altered, manu- 


must stamped indelibly with the words ‘‘ tenement 
made in three separate places. 

Other provisions require manufacturers to 
keep a list of the workshops or tenement 
homes into which they send goods to be made 
or finished.and to ascertain whether the ape 
mer have been duly licensed.

— — 


War Department Chief Deelares 
Crime Equivalent to Treason 
and Merited Penalty. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.—[Special.J— 
President Roosevelt's action in dismissing 
from the army three companies of negro 
troops in the Twenty-fifth infantry, as 4 
“penalty for the outrage at Brownsville, Tex., 
is warmly defended by Secretary of War 
Taft in his ennual report made public. 

The report, after pointing out that the 
president's order has been severely criticised 
because it condemns the innocent to unde- 
served punishment, thus reviews the incident: 

“Out of a battaliog of 170 enlisted men in 
the army of the United States, from 9 to 20 
men formed a preconcerted plan to revenge 
themselves upon the people of a town in 
which they were stationed for the insuks 
they felt that the townspeople had heaped 
upon them. In accordance with the plan, 
they left their barracks under cover of the 
@arkness—about midnight—and proceeded to 
discharge their weapons into the houses of 
the town for the purpose: of killing those 
against whom they felt a grievance. They 
came near killing some one or more of the 
three women and seven children who were 
sittin or sleeping in two of the lighted rooms 
into which they fired. They, in fact, did kill 
one man, wound another, and seriously in- 
jure the chief of police. They accompanied 
their. fring with expressions indicating the 
malice which prompted their action. There 
can be no doubt, therefore, that the squad 
dot men who moved together from the fort 

to the town and did this shooting were guilty 
dot murder, and murder in the first degree. 


‘Murderers Shielded by Conspiracy. 

“Within ten minutes or more after this 
crime was committed, when the whole gar- 
rison was aroused by the noise of the fusil- 

lade and by the call to arms which followed 
it, the guilty men returned to their places 
and must have been among the last men to 
take their places, for the reason that the 
firing continued after the formations had 
begun. The absence of the rifies from the 
racks could not have escaped the attention of 
the sergeants, who had the keys of the racks, 
if indeed they had the keys, and yet all tne 
sergeants swear that the rifles were in the 
racks, untouched. Before the next morning 
all the guns were clean. 

“Instead of giving to their officers, or to 
the military inspectors who were directed to 
make the examination, the benefit of any- 
thing which they knew tending to lead toa 
conviction of the guilty persons, there was a 
conspiracy of silence on the part of the many 
who must have known something of impor- 
tance in this regard. Thus the murderers 
were taken back into the battalion and pro- 
tected entire y from punishment, 

Under tiiese circumstances the question 
arises, Is the government helpless? Must it 

continue in its servicg a battalion many of 
the members of which show their willingness 
to condene a crime of a capital character 
committed by from ten to twenty of its mem- 
bers, and put on a front of silence and ignor- 
‘anee which enables the criminals go escape 
Just punishment? These enlisted mer took 
the oath of allegiance to the government, and 
were to be used under the law to maintain its 
supremacy. Can the government properly, 
therefore, keep in its employ for the purpose 
of maintaining law and order any longer a

Cancer is a parasitic disease. 

The real cause, and true nature of cancer are 
unknown, and will have to be ascertained by fu- 
ture observation and research. 

Cancer manifests a decided predilection for ad- 
vanced life, the majority of patients afflicted with 
this disease being from 40 to 60 years of age. 

Cancer is a local disease in the beginning, be- 
coming general by ite extension through the 
lymph channels and the genera! circulation, 

Internal medication is useless in inhibiting, ar- 
resting, or curing the disease. 

The Roentgen rays and! phototherapy are at 
best only useful in the treatment of superficial 


cancers of the skin and lip. | 
The serum treatment of cancer ‘has so far proved

The only rational and successful treatment of 
cancer during its early stages consists in the 
radical removing by excission of every vestige of 


cancer tissue.

Combat Strange, Unknown Foe. 
In the treatment of cancer we still remain 

face to face with a strange unknown foe,” 

said Dr. Senn. During the last fifty years 
we ha ve learned much concerning the tactics 

of the malevolent.enemy of man, and are in a 

position to deal a successful blow during the 

beginning of the attack, but remain power- 
less after.the invading forces’ have stormed 
and taken the first lines of defense.

COMPETENT JURORS. * 

In an address’ inaugurating the work 
of his new term of office the president of 
the county bord has drawn attention io 
the expense ns Saag of the jury system. 
President Bruntage could Jessen the evils 
of the present system if he could prevail 
upon the judges of the county to take 
upon themselves a task which would be 
voluntary on the part although enjoined 
by law upon the chief justice of the Mu- 
nicipal court. 

The provision of the statute regarding 
jurors is that they Fhould be persons in 
the possession of their natural faculties 
and not infirm or decrepit, free from all 
legal exceptions, of fyir character, of ap- 
proved integrity, of und judgment, well 
informed, and who uiderstand the Eng- 
lish language.” It ic notorious that a 
large proportion of the jurors examined in 
court by the attorneys it the time juries 
are being impaneled aré not qualified ac- 
cording to thie statute. Let the county 
goes .to the expense of 1 these 
men without regard to their character, 
age, intelligence, or ability. to understand 
English and pays them for one or two 
days’ nominal service, Ttthe is wasted 
while men are being questioned in court 
who are manifestly unfit. On the othe 
hand the chief justice of the Municipal) 
court is required to make & preliminary 
examination of the jurors whose names 
are sent him by the jury commissioners. 
He must rule out those who kre unfit to 
sit in any case. In other words, the new 
law. contemplates that of 2 hundred 
men to be questioned by the attorneys in 
the Municipal court one hundred shall be 
legally qualified, except so far as prejudice 
in a particular case may exist, whereas 
in the old courts there may not be ten out 
of a hundred qualified. 

The judges of the Circuit, Superior, and 
Criminal courts have the right. to what 
the chief justice of the Municipal court 
must do. It is impossible and unéesira- 
ble that the privilege of examining furors 
should be withdrawn from the contesting 
parties. Relationship by blood or inter- 
est to one side or the other in cases which 
may arise cannot be determined in ad- 
vance. But it is possible to dismiss. in 
advance those who are aged, infirm, ot 
bad reputation, or ignorant of Englid, . 
Mr. Gilbert pointe out in his study of the 
municipal code that the statutory quali- 
fications for petit jurors are higher that 


better pay was a justifiable one and the 
action was accepted without much ques- 
tion. 

What has always caused trouble in such 
matters is the folly of congress in niaking 
the increase of salary retroactive. The 
spirit of the constitution is distinctly ad- 
verse to the voting of increased pay to 
those who have the power of legislation. 
No congressman cap be appointed to an 
office which is created or whose emolu- 
ments are increased during his term of 
service. The voting of back pay has al- 
ways been bitterly opposed by the people 
and always will be. But it is prebable 
that a change in salary to be made effec 
tive. for the new congress which was 
chosen last month would not find serious 
objection in any circle of particular in- 
fluence. 

Even with the added facilities afforded 
by a business office building and a private 
secretary the average congressman finds 
his hands full of matters which hig cor- 
stituents have a right to expect him to 
look after. His correspondence is increas- 
ingly large. More and more of his time 
during a calendar year is being demanded 
by public business, and he deserves a sal- 
ary somewhat commensurate with the in- 
come of other men im many a walk of life. 
Where a member tries to keep himself 
among the prominent congressional work- 
ers there is little probability of his saving 
money even on the larger salary basis 
when the demands likely to be made upon 
him are taken into account. 

In like manner the speaker and the vice 
president deserve a proportional increase. 
A salary of $12,000 for either is small 
enough. The abolition of mileage and the 
payment of actual traveling expenses only 
is not so essential a matter now as it was 
made in President Grant’s administration 
in connection with a similar proposition 
for increase. If the retroactive feature is

ous ebjection to the plan.

Crown Prince Rudolph, forfeited her status 
and precedence as an imperial archduchess 
when she became tho wife of Prince Otto 
Windisehgraets, although the latter, as scion 
of a mediatiged and formerly sovereign house. 
is entitled to mate with princesses, of. the 
reigning houses on @ footing of equality. 
Archduchess Maria Annunciata, the new 
acting empress, although unmarried, has en- 
joyed the rank and status of a married woman 
ever Since she became abbess of the so-called 
Convent ef the Noble Ladies of the Hradschin 
at Prague. The position of abbess of this 
order is invarigbly held by one of the un- 
married archduchesses and was filled by 
Archduchess Christina until her merriage 
with the late king of Spain. Although only 
bound to celibacy as long as she remains 
abbess, the archduchess as such possesses 
alone among all women in holy orders the 
right of exercising certain episcopal preroga- 
tives, among them that of crowning the queen 
of Bohemia when the primate cf Bohemia 
crowns the emperor as king of Bohemia with 
the crown of St. Wenceslas. On state occa- 
sions and at church and court ceremonials 
she appears with a species of miter shaped 
jeweled headdress, carries in her hand a 
jeweled crozier similar to those borne by 
bishops and archbishops of the Roman Cath- 
olle church, and wears with a pecullarly 
fashioned black silk dress a long black mantle 
with sweeping train. 
— 

The convent of Which she is abbess was 
founded many centuries ago by the old kings 
and queens of Bohemia, but was reorganized 
and endowed anew by Empress Marie The- 
resa, to serve as a species of institute for im- 
poverished ladies of illustrious birth. All 
sorts of genealogical qualifications are re- 
quired for admission. But once a woman 
belongs thereto she has no further care for 
anything, being provided not only with a 
most comfortable residence in the royal 
palace of Hraésehin and food from the royal 
kitchens but algo with servants, carriages, 
and even an allowance of money for minor 
expenses, The only thing asked of her in 
return is that he should attend mass in the 
morning and yespers in the afternoon, offer- 
ing up at these services certain prayers for 
the reigning family. They are all either 
widows or maiden ladies, and in the event of 
their marriage are compelled to resign their 
membership of the order. Whilethey belong 
to it they are entitled canoness or “chan- 
olnnesse, and have the status of married 
women, qualified, therefore, even if single, 
to act as echaperons. The Archduchess 
Maria Annunciata, now thirty years of age, 
is a stately, handsome woman, who has in- 
herited much of the comeliness and many of 
the talents of hgr mother, formerly the most 
beautiful and still the most gifted and bri!l- 
Ulant princess of the reigning. house—a eculp- 
tress, a painter, a poet, and an equestrienne 
whose feats of horsemanship rivaled those 
of her sister-in-law, the late empress. Both 
the emperor and his nephew, the heir appar- 
ent, as well as some of the other agnates, 
wish that she should resume the dignity 
of. acting empress, Which she had held after 
the assassination of Empress Elizabeth, until 
the death of her own husband, Archduke 
Charles Louis, but she would not hear of it, 
and it was in consequence thereof that the 
office was bestowed upon her daughter.

Maria Annuneiata is extremely religious: 
Indeed, after the somewhat sensational 
breaking off of her engagement to Duke 
Siegfried of Bavaria, on the eve of the date 
appointed for the marriage, she was bent 
for a time upon taking the vows of,a full, 
fledged nun and withdrawing forever from 
the world. This desire was further strength- 
ened when subsequently her former flancé 
lost his reason, which he has never since re- 
covered, for she regarded herself as in a 
measure responsible for his inganity, which 
she believes was cauged by her precipitate 
action in jilting jim when the profligacles and 
dissipations of previous life were suddenly 
revealed to her by some officionus relative or 
friend. She had been deeply in love with 
him, and under the ciraumstances it is not 
astonishing that her demeanor eyer since 
should have been characterized by a certain 
melancholy. The emperer would not permit 
her to take the vows of a nun, pointing out 
to her that it would be contrary to the inter- 
ests of the dynasty and that she could ac- 
complish just as much good work, and even 
more, as abbegs of the Convent of the Noble 
Ladies of the Hradschin.

This is Elga. We are told it is a dream 
play. But what has the knight of the first 
scene to do with the other five scenes? An 
why did he dream? Had the monk fed him 
some indigestible that he should have this 
“bad dream“? That it was bad every 
one will admit, but wherefore the play? Why 
this story? Whatis it toteach? What Is it 
to show’ That a woman can be faithless 
to her husband? It needs no German play- 
wright to arise to tell us that. A perugal of 
the columns of a daily newspaper well con- 
vinces us that such women exist, That 
because there is joy in living there must be 
illicit relations with the opposite sex? This 
is a twisted belief better left unprowen than 
proved.

COMMENTS ON FOOTBALL. 
Midway Leader Favors Longer 
Halves, Tackling Below the 
Knees, Other Changes. 


Director Stagg on the eve of his departure 
for his winter vacation yesterday sent cheer 
into the hearts of the Midway students by 
announcing the renewa! of indoor track meets 
with Michigan, an old time feature of the 
winter abandoned nearly seven years ago. 
He declared the maroons and the Wolver- 
ines would meet twice during the coming 


season. 

One of the meets will be held at Ann Arbor 
and the other will be run off in the Bartlett 
gymnasium. No dates for the events have 
been set as yet, but shortly Dr. J. E. Ray- 
eroft, who will fulfill the duties of athletic 
director in the absence of Mr. Stagg, will 
confer with Manager Baird of Michigan and 
arrange the necessary details of the meet- 
ing of the track teams. 


Plans Are Outlined. 


Mr. Stagg and Mr. Baird got their heads to- 
gether during the recent “ purity confer- 
ence at the Auditorium and ‘outlined some 
plans for the future, among them being 4 
renewal of indoor track relations. Mr. Stagg 
always has been willing to meet Michigan on 
the indoor path, but Trainer Keene Fitz- 
patrick, arguing that severe winter training 
unfits an athlete for the conference meet, has 
blocked previous meetings. | 

This renewal of relations, creating a sur- 
prise at the Midway, is believed to mark an 
effort on the part of the Wolverine and ma- 
roon athletic officials to pave a way for an 
annual football game between the two uni- 
versities. It ts felt that the spirit and rivalry 
shown at these two meets will be in the 
nature of a test in view of the proposed grid- 
iron battle. | 

Many of the Midway students feel that no 
action will be taken by the Chicago senate 
in regard to the much destred football game 
until after these meets have been run off. 
They point out that both events will give the 
professors a line on what they might expect 
next fall in the way of rivalry. 


Stagg Would Change Rules. 

Mr. Stagg also delivered himself of some 
strong suggestions for changes in the football 
code, which probably will come up for consid- 
eration during the holiday vacation in New 
York. He hopes to be present at the meeting 
together with Dr. Williams of Minnesota, 
who is also a member of the rules committee. 

The maroon director has expressed belief 
previously that the rules should remain un- 
changed. He is willing to stand pat on 
the code as used this year, but for the best 
interests of the game is willing to concede a 
few changes, especially for those whom he 
classifies as “ saturated with the old game.“ 

Mr. Stagg favors the following proposals: 

A return to the thirty-five minute half. 

A return to the old style of teckling—namely: de- 
low or above the knees. 

Retention of the two umpire system, 

Granting of a penalty of fifteen yards to the team 
making a forward pass which strikes the ground in 
place of giving the ball to the opposing team at 
the point where the ball was passed forward. 

A rule forcing the man making a fair catch to 
give his signal in sufficient time thet a tackler may 
ascertain the intent of the man catching the ball. 

He disfayors the-fohowing proposals: 

Granting an extra down in ten yards. 

Exchange of position between linemen and backs, 
providing mass plays are eliminated. 

Granting of two forward passe in ore acrimmage, 
providing the first one does not cross the line of 
scrimmage. 

Widening the gridfron. 

Adopting a different shaped football. 


“If the rules were left just as they stand 
we would have a bully goed’ game, said Mr. 
Stagg. 80 far d the game itself is con- 
cerned, thefe is no reason for any changes. 
The game has been opened and all that was 
predicted favorably has come true. It is only 
for those who have become so saturated with 
the old game that we must grant certain 
changes: 8 — 5 

‘ These, of course, are in the majority and 
measure up the rank and file. Few have 
realized half the possibilities-under the rules 
as used this year. No one has realized two- 
thirds of the possibilities. Most have not 
realized one-fifth of the possibilities. But 
whether any changes are made or not, I feel 
that the game next fall will be much more 
open and better than this last season. Those 
who did not play the new game this season 
can imitate. 

Might Increase Time of Halves., 

“JT do not believe a return to the thirty- 
five minutes half would do harm. I think it 
would do much good. The argument for the 
thirty minutes half was that in the last five 
minutes of play the winning team might 
run over and grind down the weaker team, 
which, of course, was in no way desirable.

Should Gain $1, „000 a Year. 

There is large room to believe that under 
new management and the new equipment, the 
earnings should increase substantially $1,000, - 
000 a year. And the possibilities of the im 
crease in traffic and profits can hardly be lim- 
ited to that amount. Patrons of transporta- 
tion in the territory served by the North 
and West Chicago street railroads are seek 
ing other means of transportation than that 
afforded by thecompanies. When new equip- 
ment shall have been installed and the public 
better accommodated, there can be added to 
the saving in expenses,. increased returns 
from traffic. 

It is not improbable that the eastern people 
who have bought not only North and West 
Chicago stocks but also Union Traction have 
in mind what can be done with the properties. 
Meantime, the record made by those who are 
now operating them is regarded as shocking. 
While the future may be bright, there is no 
excuse for the present situation. 


Money Still Leaving Chicago.

a net loss of $70,527,340. ovember ship- 


ments were little more than half those for 


October. The net loss, however, for the 
month was $9,700,220. The record shows 
that in only two months of the current year 
have receipts exceeded shipments. Those 
months were January and July, and the ex- 
cess of receipts amounted to but $4,260,000. 
If, therefore, the currency movement in the 
first three months of next year runs the same 
as 1906, Chicago banks will fail to enjoy 
any return movement of consequence. The 
figures follow: 
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Excess shipments 
New Capital for Atchison. 

Directors of the Atchison railway company 
issued a call yesterday for a special meet- 
ing of stockholders to be held at Topeka 
Jan. 30, to vote on a proposition to increase 
the capitalization of the company. The cur- 
rent talk yesterday was that $25,000,000 con- 
vertible bonds would be issued and a like 
amount of common stock. The announced 
necessity for the new capital was the ac- 
quisition of additional rolling etock, to pay 
for construction of a proposed line from 
Texico, N. M., to a point On the Colorado 
and Santa Fe, and to pay for the acquisi- 
tion of numerous small lines. 

The recent increase in the dividend rate te 
5 per cent which caused the common stock 
to sell around par, will make the new bonds 
marketable at 4 better price than that here- 
tofore obtained by the company for its con- 
vertible issues. 


New York Central Dividend Raised. 

Directors of the New York Central yester- 
day increased the dividend rate on the com- 
pany’s stock from a 5 to a 6 per cent basis by 
the declaration of a quarterly dividend of 1% 
per cemt. This action was foreshadowed by 
the increased dividends on Lake Shore and 
Michigan Central, which increases will bring 
into the New York Central company’s treas- 
ury an increase of $2,147,854 per annum. It 
is announced that hereafter these dividends 
will be made quarterly instead of semi-an- 
nual, as at present. 


Government Bond Market. 

In the December circular of the National 
City bank is the following: 

Interest in the government bond market 
centers at present in the recent decline in the 
2 per eent consols of 1980. During November 
they worked % per cent lowér, a total re- 
cession since Sept. 1 of 1% points. This is 
equal to the advance which took place from 
June 1 to the end of August, the period cov- 
ered by the distribution of deposits in con- 
nection with the sale of Panama bonds. The 
2s may now be regarded as having reached 
the level at which they have ruled during the 
last two years. The important factor work- 
ing to bring about lower prices for the 2s 
has been the falling off in buying for cir- 
culation purposes by old banks whose de- 
mand for bonds as a basis of note issues 
has been supplied through the substitution 
of railroad bonds for governments as securi- 
ty for public deposits. The more immediate 
cause of the drop in the 2s during Novem- 
ber was, however, the sale of approximate- 
ly $1,500,000 bonds belonging to failed banks 
in the process of liquidation. 

“The future of the market naturally will 
depend in large measure on the extent to 
which the 4s of 1907 are sold by investors. 
They have recently been coming into the 
market in fair volume, and in the absence of 
any special demand for them quotations 
have declined so far that bonds may now 
be bought on a 1% per cent basis. At this 
price profits on deposits secured by the 4s 
are fully equal to those on the 2s of 1930. 

What action the department will take 
with reference to the 4s of 1907 is still puz- 
ling the minds of bankers. The treasury’s 
available cash balance is now 288,000,000, 
the highest reached in three years. At this 
rate, it is accordingly within the probabili- 
ties that the government will be in a favor- 
able position to redeem the entire outstand- 
ing issue of 4s, which will mature on July 1,
